| Had not this subject been called in question

of sitting down to write an essay on the Deity 

of the Father, as on that of the Son. But in- 
asmuch as it has been called in question, I shrink 
not from a fair investigation of the subject. 

My first argumentin favour of the Supreme 
deity of Jesus Christ, is taken from the strong 
hold of those who would vainly attempt to con- 
|trovertit. Theyargue that because he is called 
|‘* the Son of God,” he must be inferior to Him, 
| and not properly and truly God, By a parity 
of reasoning, we must conclude that because 
he is styled the Son of man, he belongs to a 
grade of beings inferior to mankind, andis not 
(truly and properly man. If this reasoning be 
\correct, | am prepared to prove that there are 

no such beings as men in the world. For Ad- 
am was a man and nothing more, and we have 
descended from him by natural generation, 

| Seth must have been inferiorin his nature to 
| Adam, and Seth’s children must have been a 
, grade of beings below him, and one would have 
| thought that by this time, we should have de- 
generated at least as low asthe reptile or in- 
secttribes. But if Adam begat a son in his 
own likeness, and we can with safety rank our- 
selves among the human species, because we 
jhave descended from a man, then because 
Christ is truly and naturally the Son of the Fa- 
he is a Divine person, the brightness of 
the Father's glory and the express image of his 
person. It is admitted, that amongst men son- 
ship implies posterity, but a man is not a father 
\till he has a child, so to suppose an Eternal 
Father, necessarily implies an Eternal Son.

janswer it. God saith by the mouth of the pro- 
'phet Isaiah, that the name of the child that was 
to be born of the Virgin, should be called the 
\‘* Mighty God.” In the first chapter or John 
_we learn that the Word was in the beginning 
with God, and was God. Says Paul to ‘l'imo- 
(thy, ‘God was manifest in the flesh.” Again, 
he is called the ‘true God and eternal life” 
|Inasmuch as these are Jehovah's plain asser- 
tions, we must not contradict Him and thereby 
charge him with falsehood. ‘* Wo to him that 
striveth with his Maker.” 

Again. If Jesus Christ were not truly and 
properly God, there would not be sufficient effi- 
cacy in his blood to cleanse from sin. But the 
blood of Jesus Christ the Son of God does 
cleanse the believer from all sin, there- 
fore he is truly and properly Divine. ‘* He is 
the Lord from Heaven.” 1 Cor. 15,47. To 
this position those who are ignorant of them- 
selves, and of God may object. But to one who 
like Paul, has seen, in the light of the com- 
mandments the exceeding sinfulness of sin, 
and that the just demerit of his crimes is eter- 
nal death, this statement will be plain and ad- 
missible, while he will add,

LETTER FROM MR. WADE TO THE CORBESPOND- 


ING SECRETARY. 
Maulmein, Sept. 23, 1829. 
Rev. and Dear Sir, 


We have much reason to believe that God is 
answering the many prayers which, both in pub- 
lic and private, have been offered up for the in- 
habitants of Rangoon, by churches and individu- 
als in our native land, during several years 
past, and that the seed which hath been sown 
there, is also springing up. We have to-day 
received a letter from Ko Thah.a, informirg us 
that he has recently baptized two more in that 
place, who gave satisfactory evidence of a work 


of grace upon their hearts. 


Sept. 29. Two Karena from the place which 


I visited some time ago, came to sce me to-day. 


They appeared disposed to listen, and desired

Oct. 8. Sabbath. To-day one more English 
soldier, who has been under very serious im- 
pressions, and of whose piety we have had sat- 
isfactory evidence, for some time, was admit. 
ted to the ordinance of baptism. 

30. Having several times had visiters from 
Pah Ouk, (a village between this and Amherst,) 
and been requested to come and preach the 
gospel among them, Mrs. Wade and myself are 
now spending several days among them. Sev- 
eral appear hopeful, and one female having 


cook and having earnestly requested baptism, 
she was examined by us, in connection, with 
four of the native Christians who accompanied 
us, and were admitted to the ordinance. 

Dec. 13. IT am now spending several weeks in 
Pah Ouk. To-day I had the pleasure of bap- 
tizing Moung Poo, the husband of the female 
who was baptized in this village some time ago. 
Brother Judson informs me that he baptized 
three more European soldiers last Sabbath. 

20. A letter from Rangoon informs us that 
Ko Thah-a has baptized four more in that place. 
Letters from Calcutta announce the arrival of 
brother and sister Bennett. 

26. Three more of the European soldiers 
followed their Lord and Saviour in the ordi- 
nance of baptism. 

Jan. 14. Brother and sister Bennett arrived, 
and we feel disposed most cheerfully to thank 
God for this accession to our strength. 

Feb. 6. During the time embraced by the 
abeve extracts from my journal, my time has 
been occupied im assisting brother Judson, in 


preparing the New Testament, ‘Tracts, &c. for, 


the press, until | went to Pah Ouk, in which | 
place | spent six weeks. Since the arrival of 
brother and sister Bennett, nry time has been) 
employed in erecting a printing office, and writ- 
ing letters for America. 

Brother Judson has been for some time in- 
tending to visit Rangoon, as soon as circum-| 
stances would allow; but the excitement among | 
the soldiers, and other Europeans, has so much | 
increased lately, that it is judged to be my duty | 
to go in his stead ; and [ am only wanting for 
an opportunity to be off. An unexpected op- 
portunity for sending to Bengal has induced me | 
to send you this hasty communication, I 
cing only some of the most important notices of 
events in my journal. 

Please to remember me affectionately to all 
the members of the Board.

Another way tocheck counterfeiting is to prohibit 
the circulation of notes less in amount than five 
dollars.

MR. MERCER’S LETTER ON ORDINATION, 
Addressed to the Buptist Convention of Georgia. 


Betoven in THE Lorn, 

When we last assembled, I had the pleasure 
of presenting you, ‘* A Dissertation on the pre- 
requisites to ordination to the Gospel Ministry;” 
it was then further requested that [ would pre- 
pare one, ** on the scriptural meaning and man- 
ner of ordination,” which, now by the grace of 
God | make an effort to perform. And, 

1. * The scriptural meaning of ordination” 
must consist in the appointment of God, involv- 
ing all the gifts, graces and mental endow- 
ments, and, *‘ the scriptural manner” in those 

eremomes, which the practice of the Apostles 
furnishes, to give visibility, consideration and 
respect to those who are approved, as qualifi- 
ed of God to fill that high office. The mean- 
ing then must be gathered from what Christ 
and his Apostles said, the manner from what 
they did in ordaining men to preach the ever- 
lasting Gospel. 

Ciirist ordained twelve, whom he named 
Apostles ; and whom, as such, he gave to be 
founders of his kingdom—** ‘To bind up the 
testimony, and seal the law among his Disci- 
ples.” But these, in common with the seven- 
ty, and all after ministers of God to the end of 
time, were appointed and commissioned to 
preach the gospel toall nations. Matt. x. 1. 
states that Christ ** called unto him his twelve 
disciples, and (edoken autois exuosian) gave 
them power.” —Luke, after using the same 
words, throws in another (dunamin) to give 
emphasis to their authority. Lukeix.1. By 
an examination of the words here used, * the 
meaning of ordination” will be clear. The 
word (edoken) used by both Evangelists and 
rendered gave, signifies to give freely; which 
Matt. x. 8. shews, ** Freely ye have received, 

freely give.” —By reference to texts where this 
word occurs, its application, in this case, will 
be clearly seen. 
(eduken) freely gave, his only begotten son,” 
&c. Chap. vi. 51. ** And the bread which 
(doso) | will give is my flesh ; which (doso) J 
will give freely for the life of the world.” ‘That 
such is the dispensation of the Gospel, the de- 
claration of Paul wall fully tesufy. Eph. sii. 7 
8. **1 was made a minister, according to the 
gift of the grace of God, given unto me—Unto 
me is this grace given, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ’ It also signifies to give in trust. As 
in Matt. xiv. 19. ** He blessed and broke and 
(edoke) gave the loaves to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude.”—And chap. 
xxv. .9 And unto one (edoke) he gave (in trust) 
five talents, to another.two, and to another 
one.” And Marksxii. 9. He will come and des- 
troy the husbandmen and (dose) will give the 
Vineyard to others (intrust) With this agrees 
the following Texts: | Cor, ix. 16,17. ** For 
though | preach the Gospel, I have nothing to 
glory of, for necessity is laid upon me, yea, wo 
is unto me if { do not preach the gospel. For 
if 1 do this thing willingly, I have a reward; 
but if against my will, a dispensation of the 
gospel is committed unto me. 2 Cor. v. 18, 19. 
** And all things are of God ; who hath recon- 
ciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, and hath 
given to us the ministry of reconciliation’ — 
** and hath committed unto us the word of recon- 
ciliation ;" with which compare 1 Cor. iv. 1, 
with 1 Tim. i. 11, and vi. 20. Mark records 
itthus ; Chap. iii. 14, 15. ** And he (epoiese) 
ordained twelve, that they should be with him, 
and that he might send them forth to preach, 
and to have (exousian)power to heal sickness, 
and to cast out devils’’ was incidental for the 
confirmation -of their testimony. The word 
(epoiese) here rendered ordained, is used to 
express a change of character, as in Matt iv. 
19. ** And he saith unto them follow me, and 
(poieso) J will make (or constitute) you fishers 
of men.” See Mark i. 17. and Luke xv. 19. 
‘* And (the lest son said unto his father) (poi- 
eson) muke me,as one of thy hired servants.” 
But the official constitution for which this word 
is used will be clearly seen in the following 
texts: Juhn vi. 15. ‘* When Jesus perceived 
that they would take him by force (poiesosin) 
tomake (or constitute) him a King, he depart- 
ed,” &c. Acts ii. 36. “ Let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God (epoiese) hath 
made that same Jesus, whom ye crucified both 
Lord and Christ.” The word (anedeiksen) 
used by Luke 10. 1. rendered appointed, sig- 
nifies to shew openly, or to manifest, asin Acis 
4.24. ** Thou Lord, who knowest the hearts 


See John iii. 16. * God gave, | 


of all men ; (anedeixon) shew (openly or man- 
ifest) whether of these two thou hast cho- 
sen.” 

But the official degree of the ministers of 
Christ will appear by an examination into the 
meaning of the words (exousian and dunamin) 
power and authority. These words are used 
to express official power or jurisdiction. Thus 
Christ in reference to his life says : John x. 18. 
‘* [ have (exausian) power to lay it down, and 
I have ( exousian) power to take it up again. 
Matt. vii. 29. “* For he taught them as one hav- 
ing (exousian) power and not as the Scribes.” 
Mark i. 27. ** And they were all amazed, say- 
ing, what thing is this? for with (exousian) au- 
thority commandeth he the unclean spirits and 
they obey him.” Luke xx. 20. ‘ And they 
watched him—so they might deliver him unto 
the (exousia) power and authority of the gov- 
ernor.” Also xxiii. 7. ‘*And as soon as he 
knew that he belonged to Herod’s (exousias) 
jurisdiction, he sent him to Herod. Compare 
these with Matt. 28, 18. and John xix. 10. 
And what more is necessary to shew that Christ 
| gave his ministers all the fulness of the gospel 
treasure, with official power to administer it? 
** The meaning of ordination” then is, that the 
individual ordained is approved as a minister 
of God, and sent forth endued with power from 
on high, to preach the gospel and administer its 
ordinances, wheréver he may be called, in the 
providence of God. 

I]. “The monner of ordination” will be 
found in those rites and ceremonies, used by 
the Apostles in setting men apart to the gospel 
ministry-—and these appear to be, 

1. Designation.—To ascertain whom God 
has called and fitted for the work, is an irapor- 
tant part in “the manner ofordination.” ‘This 
lies at the foundation. It is the preservative 
of a sound and spiritual ministry. Inattention 
atthis point, the indulgence of fleshiy wisdom 
in this matter, is the inlet to corruption, smpu- 
rity, division and strife in the charches of Christ. 
The utmost care therefore, must be had to find 
out and forward those, and those only, in whom 
the evidences of a divine call are clear. 

But it may be asked, whose duty is it? It 
is answered, even nature teaches us, that the 
church has the first concern in this important 
duty. She isthe mother. It must be her’s tu 
rear her sons in the service of God, according 
to their several ability. The general instruc- 
tions given in scripture prove this ; but the spe- 
cial directions given in 1 Cor. 12 and 14 
chapters, and the 4th chapter of Ephesians, 
show very clearly that it is the duty of the 
church to exercise the same care for, and give 
the same direction to her members, as a nat- 
ural body does, that each be found in its proper 
place, and all acting to edification and comfort. 
A careful examination of the epistles sent by 
Jesus Christ to the seven churches of Asia, 
will show the responsibility of the churches in 
this respect. For ifsome of these were com- 
mended because they could not bear them that 
were evil, and had tried false Apostles, and 
found them liars ; and others were condemned, 
because they retained among them those, who 
held and propagated false doctrines, and suffer- 
ed them to teach and seduce the Lord's ser- 
vants : then it must be the duty of all the church- 
es carefully to distinguish the good from the evil, 
and to know and maintain those only who preach 
and defend their Lord’s truth. But a critical 
notice of Acts xiv. 23. will testify that Paul 
and Barnabas ordained Elders in the churches 
through which they travelled, at their instance, 
and must have been selected by them ; for the 
word (autois) them, referring to (inatheton) disci- 
ples in the preceding verse, being in the dative, 
shews the Elders were ordained fo or for the 
disciples ; and the phrase (kat or kata ekkle- 
sian) rendered in every church, rather shows 
that they were ordained in agreement with the 
will or desire of the church. Lexicographers 
agree that kata, when followed by an accusa- 
live (as it is in the text) expresses agreement, 
or the accordance of one thing with another. 
And this fact is abundantly contirmed by its use 
inthe New Testament. ‘There the agreement 
of the intercession of the spirit with the will of 
God is expressed by kata theon. Rom. viii. 27. 
and in | Peter iv. 6. the accordance of holy 
living with the will of God is expressed by the 
same phrase. ‘The agreement of the death and 
resurrection of Christ with scripture is express- 
ed by kata graphas, | Cor. xv. 3. 4° Kata surka 
(after the flesh) is used in several verses in 
Rom. viii, to show the accordance of sin, with 
the desires or will of the flesh; and so kata 
ekklesian, in the text, testifies that the ordina- 
tion of the Elders was in conformity with the 
will of the church. 

But the work of designation stops not here. 
Ministers, especially postors, have a very respon- 
sible part in this business—T hey are the watch. 
men on the walls—have the care of the church- 
es and the ministry both ia their hands. Re- 
sponsible office! No good reason can be 
pleaded why Paul and Barnabas were called on 
in their journey at Lystra, Iconium and Anti 
och, to ordain them Elders, unless it was their 
duty? But thisis confirmed by the instuctions 
to and the injunctions laid upon Timothy and 
Titus in this matter; and why should Paul have 
appointed Titus to seek out and ordain Elders 
in Crete, except it was a ministerial work ? 
The caution given by Paul to these young min- 
isters, together with the command Christ gave 
the seventy, immediately on their appointment, 
to pray for laborers to be sent into the harvest, 
proves most conclusively the duty of ministers 
to bring forward others into the field, and to 
see well toit, whom they introduce into the sa- 
cred office.

ON THE DUTIES OF CHURCH MEMBERS 
TO THEIR PASTORS, 
(Continued from page 125.) 
1X. Liberal support. 
The Scripture is very explicit on this head, 
** Let him that is taught in the word communi- 
cate unto him that teacheth in all good things.” 
Gal. vi. 6. “ Who goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges ?—even so hath the Lord or- 


dained, that they which preach the gospel, 
should liveof the gospel.” 1 Cor. ix. 7, 14. 
The necessity of this appears from the injunc- 
tions delivered to ministers to devote themselves 
exclusively to the duties of their office. 2 Tim. 
ii. 4. 1 Tim. iv. 13, 15. 1 by no means con- 
tend that it is unlawful for a minister to engage 
in secular concerns; for necessity is a law 
which supersedes the ordinary rules of human 
conduct; and what are they to do, whose sti- 
pend is too small to support a family, and who 
have no private source of supply ? A minister 
ig under additional obligations to provide for 
things honest, not only in the sight of the Lord, 
but of men ; to owe no man any thing, to pro- 
vide for his own house; and if he is not ena- 
bled to do this by the liberality ofhis flock, and 
has no private fortune, he must have recourse 
to the labor of his hands. Itis to the deep, 
and wide, and endless reproach of some church- 
es, that although possessed of ability to support 
their pastors in comfort, they dole out but a 
wretched pittance from their affluence, leaving 
them to make up the deficiency by a school, 
and then with insulting cruelty complain that 
their sermons are very meagre, and have a great 
sameness. Such congregations, if they were 
treated as they deserve, would be put upon ab- 
stinence for at least a twelve month, or until 
they were willing to support their pastor in 
comfort. They love him dearly with their lips, 
but hate him as cordially with their pockets. 
they keep him poor to keep him humble, for. 
getting that as humility is no less necessary for 
themselves than for him, this is an argumeni 
why the articles which minister to their pride, 
should be retrenched in order to support his 
comfort. This is certainly not drawing them 
with the cords of love and the bands of a man, 
but treating them like animals who are tamed 
into submission by hunger, and kept humble by 
being kept poor. It is curious to hear how 
some persons will entreat of God to bless their 


minister in his basket and his store, while alas! 
poor man, they have taken care that his basket 
‘chould be empty, and his store nothingness

It is extremely difficult, where a matter of 
this kind must be left to voluntary contribution, 
and the dictates of individual liberality, to lay 
down particular rules; all that can be done, is, 
to state general principles, and leave these to 
operate in particular cases. Let all Christians 
therefore consider what is a just and generous 
reward for the labors of a man, who is devoting 
his life to assist them in obtaining an inheritane 
incorruptible, undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away :—who, in assisting them to gain eternal 
life, exerts at the same time an indirect, but a 
beneficial influence upon all their temporal 
prosperity—who, by his ministrations, sooths 
their cares, lightens their sorrows, mortifies their 
sins, throws a radiance over their darkest 
scenes, and gilds their brightest ones with ad- 
ditional splendor ? 

Let it not be thought that what is given to a 
minister is achariiable donation ; it is the pay- 
ment of a just debt. It is what Christ claims 
for his faithful servants, and which cannot be 


withheld without robbery. I spurn for myself 
and for my brethren, the degrading apprehen- 
sion that we are supported by his charity. We 
are not clerical pensioners upon mere bounty. 
Our appeal isto justice ; and if our claims are 
denied on this ground, we refuse to plead be- 
fore any other tribunal, and refer the matter to 
the great assize. 


THE MYSTERY REVEALED. 

Good health, like truth, is a simple subject 
when rightly understood, but in the search af- 
ter truth, we often reason very correctly on 
wrong data, or lose ourselves in a labyrinth of 
deductions erroneously drawn frot right prin- 
piples : like certain learned doctors, who prove 
their positions by quotations that have as much 
connexion with their subject, as the foot of 
London bridge has with the fourth of July. 

But the question might be asked, What is 
health? Presuming it to be correct to answer, 
by saying it is freedom from disease ; or, the 
free, vigorous, and natural exercise of all the 
functions of body and mind; the oft repeated 
story of the Doctor’s book, after death, will be 
readily understood by a mere, as may be said 
laical professor of medicine. The story has 
been variously told. and passed to the credit of 
divers persons; but, perhaps is, after all, like 
some of Dean Swift’s proverbs, made express- 
ly for the purpose, and is none the worse for 
not being old. 

A famous man of medicine, so famous for his 
cures, his wonderful cures, gave out some years 
before his decease, that he would leave a book 
in manuscript, which should contain the result 
of all his practice and experience, reading and 
learned research—the same to be sold at 
public auction for the benefit of his widow and 
children. 

In the course of nature he died before his 
wife—a fortunate circumstance for the narra- 
tive. According to directions, all the facts in 
this ‘‘ noticeable” transaction were laid before 
the discerning public, in the newspapers, and 
the time for the auction appointed. This event 
also took place, as exact as the almanac calcu- 
lations, and brought with it many of the rich 
and the learned from ‘distant places. The 
auction went on rapidly, and the precious 
treasure, finely wrapped, and the bandages on 
the envelope duly and officially sealed with 
bright glossy red sealing wax, was fairly and 
finally bought by a wealthy nobleman, who was 
nobly determined to keep this valuable and de- 
sirable book of medical experience in the 
country.—When all the ceremonies of cash 
and delivery were duly disposed of, he retired

light, this production of wisdom. He broke

‘* Keep the feet dry—the skin clean—the head 
eool—the digestion regular—and a fig for the 
Doctors.” Here was the quintessence of med 
ical wisdom, rectified from the grosser parti- 
cles of dry and learned dust—reduced and sim- 
plified to its lowest possible terms, like the 
Chinese Emperor's library, from one hundred 
and fifty thousand volumes of manuscripts, to 
one plain palm-leaf of wisdom and learning. 
Various versions have been given of this 
story, but whether it be false or fair, it certain- 
ly may be ranked as a good fable, as full of sig- 
nificant sense, as ** an egg is full of meat.’”"— 
An ounce of reflection will be quantum sufficit, 
as the doctors say, to perceive, that the want, 
or neglect of either is the beginning of disease ; 
and the continuance of either for a long time 
will predispose the body, and mind also, to in- 
curable diseases ; and the unhappy person thus 
becomes the undoubted prey of quacks and 
catholicons. It is such poor souls who build 
mansions for the artful powder of post doctors, 
the most innocent of all the tribe, who employ 
so liberally the printers and painters to manu- 
facture their medicinal signs and certificates.
